LONDON. — Duplicate is dead. Long live the wonder hen! 
Prematurely, at 18 months, death came on a Sussex farm to the 
slate grey bird. whose feathered form, feverishly laboring over- 
time in life, performed prodigies that startled human kind. In 
Ottawa, a Canadian expert said it just could not be done. 


Duplicate’s claimed output for one; Last. Dec. 21 she completed a one- 
year was 462 eggs—at least eight | year ‘period with the claimed total 
dozen ahead of any other bird in| of 462 eggs.
